This new marigold is a sure cure for the flaws that have 
plagued gardeners in growing Sunset Giants, and we feel 
sure it will quickly displace that variety.

Sunset Giants were grown because they made huge flow- 
ers. But to do so they took a very long growing season, 
and for many gardeners there was the disappointment of 
having the plants come into bloom just in time to be nipped 
by frost. Crackerjack is weeks earlier than Sunset Giants, 
and decidedly ahead of Early Sunset Giants in maturity, 
making it the first large flowered marigold to come into 
bloom. 


While some Sunset Giant flowers were certainly tremen- 
dous in size it is unfortunately true that this strain also 
included some medium sized blooms and some small 
single flowers. This appreciable percentage of unattrac- 
tive singles injured the variety. Crackerjack, on the other 
hand, turns out uniformly large, double flowers measur- 
ing 4 to 5 inches across. We have never seen a single in 
our years of testing the strain either in our own breeding 
fields or in eastern trial grounds, so even under severe 
growing conditions you could expect virtually all double 
flowers. 


But that’s not all. In some areas Sunset Giants grew to an 
unwieldly height, becoming gangling and easy prey to 
high winds. Crackerjack plants are compact and sturdy, 
growing only to two-thirds the height of Sunset Giants. 


As a final comparison, Sunset Giants had a habit of bloom- 
ing down in the plant, covering some otherwise attractive 
flowers with foliage. Crackerjack holds its blooms in plain 
view, giving the effect of many more flowers than on the 
older variety.

Here we present an important advance in zinnias. Pepper- 
mint Stick Zinnia is a good variety, but there’s a great 
improvement available this year — one of those fortunate 
forward steps that changes the aspect of something al- 
ready well-liked into something really superior. 


This superior flower is Ortho-Polka Zinnia. 


As in the old Peppermint Stick, the flowers are different 
from all other zinnias in the fact that 70% are attractively 
striped, dotted or mottled in contrasting colors. But here 
the similarity ends, for Ortho-Polka blooms are BIG! 


Peppermint Stick is a pumila style flower, and associated 
with this relatively small size bloom is the characteristic 
beehive shape. You can depend on the fact that the new 
strain will produce flowers twice this size, running over 
4 inches in diameter, and with this doubling in size comes 
a distinct difference in the form as well. The giant Ortho- 
Polka bloom has the favorite zinnia flower type — broad, 
fully. double, and with many large, well-separated petals. 
They are real beauties. 


Colors in this bright mixture are extremely varied. They 
include combinations of pink and white, rose and white, 
red and white, lavender and white, purple and white, 
scarlet and yellow, orange and yellow, red and orange 
as well as some solidly colored flowers of each hue. This 
description can hardly do justice to the extent of the varia- 
tion, for even on a single plant bearing rose and white 
flowers, for instance, there will be some blooms almost 
entirely white with flecks of rose on a few petals, others 
strongly white but with distinct rose stripes, still others 
with the froportion of rose and white evenly divided either 
in dots or stric¢es, and some strongly rose with white mark- 
ings. You will occasionally find blooms that are divided 
right across the middle, with one half the flower one color 
and the other side a contrasting color —a most startling 
effect. 


Ortho-Polka plants are equally superior. They are sturdy, 
well-foliaged, vigorous and resistant to heat and drouth, 
growing about 3 feet tall and making good cutting-length 
stems. 

So here’s a zinnia with a good future. It has novel coloring 
and marking, plenty of size and vigor for any garden, and 
flowers big enough to be eye-filling but not so oversize 
as to be top-heavy for cut flowers.

10,000,000 people had a chance to see and 
read about Carnival in magazines, nearly 25,- 
000,000 more saw it mentioned in their own 
newspapers, and uncounted millions heard 
about it on radio and television. 


Carnival is an example of advanced breeding 
technique. It is an F, hybrid grandiflora with 
two great advantages over the old standard 
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varieties. First, it has 50% greater hybrid vigor than open 
pollinated strains, and this vigor not only makes lots of 
flowers but keeps the plants growing and producing 
longer, too. The Carnival plants are bedding type, grow- 
ing 12 to 15 inches tall, and spreading to 2 feet across 
when full grown. Second, through patient testing of inter- 
action between inbred lines Bodger research people have 
been able to obtain segregation in the second generation 
that provides an immense color range. It is no trick af all 
to stand in one spot and count 20 different colors, with 
most of the flowers enhanced by waved, ruffled or fringed 
petal edges. This series includes blue, white, crimson, rose, 
scarlet, salmon, salmon-pink, carmine, brilliant rose, light 
pink, rosy lavender, cream-pink, and variegated, starred 
or edged combinations of white and rose, white and pink, 
white and blue, plus numerous intermediate shaces for 
which no common name is applicable. 


So all in one season Carnival Petunia is a very widely 
planted variety.

Mardi Gras is extremely vigorous and uniform in plant 
habit. The florets are closely placed on long-blooming 
stems, and while the plants are husky and long-lived they 
are of normal Maximum height. 


In our trials and fields we have found that Mardri Gras is 
in bloom ahead of all other snapdragons, sometimes as 
much as two weeks ahead. This factor of earliness is well 


worth having, for it enables the variety to reach full bloom 
ahead of the hottest weather which so seriously affects 
snapdragon quality. 


A list which covers only the major colors would include 
white, light yellow, canary-yellow, gold, orange, copper, 
orange-scarlet, light pink, pink, rose-pink, brilliant rose, 
cream, scarlet, rosy lavender, lilac, cerise, cherry and deep, 
velvety red with many bi-tones and bi-colors — in short, 
just about every flower color except blue.
